‘There was a good 
demand, however, at the decline and a sharp 
rally in prices followed. There was taik of 
a good buying of cash wheat here, but f®ter- 
ested operators were reluctant about buying. 
Inquiry at the banks brought the informa- 
tion that all the principal institutions would 
continue to carry the wheat already advanced. 

Opening trades in corn were 1-8 to 1-4 of a

The annual reunion of the United Con- 
federate Veterans will take place in Bir- 
mingham on July 19th and 20th, and a 
grand gathering is anticipated. 

The railroads have all granted the low- 
est possible rates, and a series of pleasant 
excursions have been arranged. One of 
these will be to Lookout Mountain and 
Chickamauga park. Another, will be from 
Birmingham to the world’s fair. 

The trip from Birmingham to Chicago 
will be an especial inducement to the vet- 
erans to attend the reunion. The fare for 
the round trip has been placed at $10, and 
the meals will be correspondingly low. 
While in Chicago the unveiling of the first. 
confederate monument ever erected on 
northern soil will be witnessed. The stay in 
Chicago will be one of four days. On the 
way to the Windy City the various nortb- 
ern prisons along the route will be visited. 

in order to make the arrangement more 
perfect, Adjutant General and Chief of 
Stuff George Moorman has sent out a 
jetter asking that camps be formed in the 
different counties. He suggests that fif- 
teen or twenty persons be the number in a 
camp. 
| ‘The association of United Confederate 
Veterans is designed an association of all 
the bodies of ex-confederate veterans and 
sailors throughout the union. The object 
of the association is to enlist the active co- 
operation not only of every survivor of 
southern armies, but also the sons of vet- 
eraus. 

‘The address of Commanding General Gor- 
don gives an extract from the constitulion 
ot the association, the first article, in the 
following words: 

Lhe first article of the constitution ef the 
association declares that the object dnd pur- 
pose of this organization will be strictly 
social, literary, historical and benevolent. 
it will eudeavor to unite in a genergl feder- 
ation all associations of the confederate vet- 
erans, soldiers aud sailors pow in existence 
or hereaf®r to be formed; to gather authentic 
data for an impartiai history of the war be- 
tween Ghe Btates; to preserve the relics or 
mementoes of the same; to cherish the ties 
of friendship that should exist amoug the men 
who have shared common dangers, common 
suffering and privations; to care for the dis- 
abled and extend a helping hand to the needy; 
to protect the widow aud orphan and to make 
and preserve the record of the services of 
every member, and as far as possible, of 
those of our comrades who have preceded us 
in eternity. 

The last article provides that neither dis- 
cussion of political or religious subjects. ner 
any poltical action shall be permitted in,the 
organization aud any association violating 
that provision shall forfeit its membership. — 

General Gordon’s address concludes with 
the following remarks: BY 

In conclusion 1 beg to repeat, fa substance 
at least, a few thoughts recently expressed 
by me to the state organization which apply 
with equal force to this general brotherhood. 

It is political in no sense except so far as 
the word “‘political”’ is a synonym of the word 
‘“patriotic,”” It is a brotherhood over which 
the genius of philanthropy and aac! et of 
truth and of justice will preside ;of philanthropy 
because ip will succor the disabled, help the 
needy, strengthen the weak and cheer the dis- 
consolate; of patriotism because it will chet- 
ish the past glories of the dead confederacy 
end trausmute them into living inspirations 
tor future service to the living republic; of 
truth because it will seek to gather and pre- 
serve as Withesses for history the unimpeach- 
able facts which shall doom falsehood to die 
that truth may live; of justice because it will 
cultivate national as well as southern frater- 
nity and will condemn narrow-mindedness and 

rejudice and passion, and cultivate that 

roader, bigher, nobler sentiment which would 
write on the grave of every soldier who fell 
on either side, “Here lies an American hero, 
a martyr to the right as his conscience con- 
ceived it.’’ ,

must approve and which heaven itself will 
bless. 1 call upon you therefore to organize 
in every state and community where ex-con- 
federates may reside and rally to the support 
of the high and peaceful objects of the ‘“‘Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans’’ and move forward 
until, by the power of organization and per- 
sistent effort, your beneficent and Christian 
purposes are fully accomplished.
